Catholic family helps refugees to start new life in U.S.

Fear, uncertainty, worry and gratitude. All 
these emotions and more are etched in the 
face of Nguyen (pronounced ‘‘win’’) Dihn 
Ky. They are mirrored in his eyes; they 
tremble in his voice. 


Two months ago Ky, 31, and his wife Lien 
had good jobs with the U.S. embassy in 
Saigon. With their three sons and baby 
daughter they had a new home, a car, money 
in the bank and a future. 


TWO WEEKS AGO they found themselves 
living in a tent at Camp Pendleton, cold and 
sick, with nothing more than their lives, the 
clothes on their backs and their Catholic 
faith. 


And they consider themselves lucky. They 
speak English and they now have friends in 
the U.S., Mr. and Mrs. Roger Kleint of 
Sacred Heart parish, Ocean Beach. 


The Kleints are sponsoring the Nguyens 
(the Vietnamese list their family name first, 
thus Nguyen Dihn Ky), the first such

KY AND HIS FAMILY are out of the 
Pendleton tents and living with the Kleints 
and the young Vietnamese man is over- 
whelmed by the generosity of his hosts. 
““Words can’t express what we feel for these 
people,’’ Ky said. 

He sees his first priority as getting a job, 
“even if its washing toilets,’’ to get a new 
start on a new life in a new land. Then he 
wants to repay the Kleints for their 
generosity. 


“Td like to get my family established in a 
home not far from Dottie and Roger (the 
Kleints),’’ Ky says, ‘‘and then care for them 
in their old age. It is the Vietnamese way.” 


DOTTIE KLEINT is a buyer for Teledyne- 
Ryan and Roger Kleint is a civilian 
electronics engineer for the Navy. They see 
the priorities for their newly-adopted family 
somewhat differently. 


“‘Ky is a brave man,’’ Mrs. Kleint said, 
“‘but this is a new kind of battle for him.”’ 
The Kleints, who have two grown chiidren, 
aren’t worried about the expense of 
providing for the Nguyens convinced the 
“Lord will provide.”’ 

““We must first get the children speaking 

_ English and then into school,’’ Mrs. Kleint 
said. ‘“‘Then we must find a job for Ky and 
help him and his family adjust to thé culture. 
Then we can worry about finding them a 
home.”’ 

Cultural adjustment is a big factor for the 
refugees. ‘‘The climate is colder here than in 
Vietnam, the food is different. They are 
overwhelmed by the freeway systems and the 
stores, completely different from anything 
they have known,’’ Mrs. Kleint explained.

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Proposed changes 
Plan limits pastors 
to nine-year tenure

Pastors may stay in one parish for a maximum of nine years 
if a proposed plan for priests’ appointments is approved. 


At the meeting of the priests’ senate last week a “‘limited 
term of office proposal’’ was discussed and approved for 
distribution to priests. 


AMONG THE proposals are maximum terms of tenure for 
pastors and associates at any one parish, allowing for 
flexibility where circumstances warrant it. 


The proposals, as they affect pastors, offer a formula of a 
three-year, six-year and nine-year tenure. For associates it is 
a two and four-year tenure. 


The document calls the proposals ‘‘a basic change in 
attitude toward personnel appointment’’ and is concerned 
with “‘how priests regard their commitment to a community 
where they are asked to serve.’’ 


A PASTOR, for instance, would be appointed for a 
minimum commitment of three years to a parish, and during 
his second three-year term the burden is on the bishop and 
the personnel board to show why a pastor should be moved. 


After the sixth year of service the priest will indicate why 
he should continue in that assignment, and may request 
renewal on an annual basis. 


The maximum of nine years is described as ‘‘an attempt to 
foster the growth of the minister and the community and 
assure it opportunities for fresh leadership.”’ 


SPECIAL provision would be made for those approaching 
or reaching retirement during this period. 


Associate pastors would be appointed for an initial period 
of two years, after which the bishop and personnel board have 


to “‘show cause’’ why a priest should move. This does not _ 


preclude the request for a change by the priest, and flexibility 
is again the keynote, according to Father William Ortmann, 
director of personnel. 


The maximum for an associate to be in one parish would be 
four years, under normal circumstances. 


THE PROPOSALS concede ‘‘that any term of service is an 
imperfect principle of operation in personnel considerations. 
Any formula or guideline cannot adequately anticipate or deal 
with the needs of all individuals.’’ 


The proposals will be circulated to all priests in the diocese 
with the senate minutes, and a core team of facilitators, under 
the direction of Father Neal Dolan, vocations director, will 
meet with priests in each area in October. 


“At these virtual ‘“‘speak-up sessions,”’ said Father Dolan, 
“these will be an opportunity to discuss details of the 


_ proposals, and answer questions. By November we will have - 


the final form.’’ The policy would become effective July 1, 
1976.

“Of course, some may 
have left by the time the 
ceremony is held,’’ he said, 


“but others are receiving 
instruction on the base.’’ 

MASSES AND baptisms 
are now a regular feature of 
the tent city life of the 
inhabitants of the refugee 
camps, but this will be the 
first administration of the 
Sacrament of Confirmation. 

There are five Vietnamese 
priests helping the chaplains 
in serving the Catholic com- 
munity, and five ‘‘parishes’’ 
have been established on the 
base, in addition to the 
regular centers for worship 
for the Marines.

The new transitional deacons will spend a year 
in parish and other work additional to studies, before 
ordination to the priesthood.—SC photo 


According to Synod pro- 
cedure, when that work is 
finished the commissions will 
present their opinion and a 
report on each policy to 
Bishop Leo T. Maher. If he 
approves the policy, ‘‘imple- 
mentation will begin immed- 
iately,’’ Father Straling said. 


“In some cases, such as 
setting up a diocesan pastor- 
al council or updating parish 
council guidelines, the bish- 
op would appoint an imple- 
mentation committee. In 
other cases he may direct an 
existing organization to carry 
out implementation.”’ 


ALL POLICY proposals 
passed by an overwhelming 
margin, but meeting the 
stiffest opposition. was the 
laity commission’s policy 
L-13 calling for a ‘‘diocesan 
organization to promote the 


rights of women and to help - 


them develop fully as Chris- 
tians and persons.”’ 


Of 13,478 votes cast, 2,749 
were ‘‘No’’ votes. Of 62 
sisters voting, 50 were a- 
gainst such an organization 
as were 70 of 136 priests. 


’ The most favored policy 
was the family life commis- 
sion’s FL-3 which says that 
“preparation for marriage 
programs shall be made 
available in all parts of the 
diocese...’’ Of 15,811 votes

SEVEN PROPOSALS of 
the laity commission deal 
with establishing parish 
councils in every parish of 
the diocese. 


All were approved, how- 
ever the proposal setting a 
time limit for setting up 
councils met resistance from 
priests, 63 of whom voted 
against the idea with 95 
voting for it. (Story on ballots 
2-4 in next issue of SC.) 


Mercy Hospital scarred, but 
survives local doctors’ strike

Mercy Hospital, run by the Sisters of 
Mercy and recognized as San Diego’s oldest 
and largest community hospital, had more to 
celebrate last Thursday than its 85th 
birthday. 

The two-day local doctors’ strike, led by 
anesthesiologists, leaving it among the 
hardest-hit of area hospitals, was concluded 
—if not permanently resolved. 


LEADING A list of scars left by the strike 


was Mercy’s minimum loss of $60,000 for. 


the five-day work week. That estimate came 
from Sister Mary Placida, executive director 
of the hospital. The figure does not include 
money lost from additional services, such as 
laboratory work, which were not required 
when nonessential surgeries stopped. 

The hospital will survive the setback, she 
said, ‘‘but.it would have been very different 
if it had gone a month or two.”’ 

Dr. Chester Starvish, a Catholic anesthes- 
iologist in San Diego, who says he was 
prepared to walk out June 1, feels that 
doctors have received ‘‘static from every 
direction.”’ 


HE BLASTS the legal profession, which 
he says ‘‘would love to control the medical 
field,’” and believes ‘‘the most important 
thing is a change in tort laws. Juries should 
not be awarding such fantastic amounts of 
money.”’ 


Disturbed not by lawyers but the legal 


system is another San Diego Catholic 
anesthesiologist, Dr. Stephen Murphy, who 


did boycott. 


He holds a Canadian license and claims 
“the law up there doesn’t allow abuse of the 
tort system.’’ Murphy adds that this year it 
would cost him $95 in Canada for the 
coverage for which he now pays $7,400. 
“And it’s the same medicine, the same 
equipment, the same language.’’ 


AS ONE who paid $350 annually when he 
began practice in 1957, he fears he could be 
paying $18,000 come January. ‘‘And that’s 
about three times what most people earn.”’ 

“Definitely something had to be done,” 
said Sister Placida. ‘‘Some doctors just don’t 
have that kind of money.”’ 


The hospital’s own malpractice premiums 
have increased as well, she said. ‘“‘We paid 
$200,000 in January, 1974, the rate rose to 
$350,000 last July, and we expect it to reach 
$600,000 next January. 


“Patients now pay approximately $5 per 
day just toward malpractice insurance. 


“Our biggest concern (during the strike) 
was really our employes,’’ she said. ‘‘They 
were really a great group,’’ she believes, 
since they agreed that all should reduce from 
a 40 to a 30-hour work week rather than let 
anyone be laid off, as some hospitals chose. 


Faced with another strike, Sister Placida 
said the hospital would probably operate no 
differently than it did this past week, opting 
for time cuts in preference to employe cuts.

Too young to marry? 


Following a note here recently about tighter 
regulations for early marriage, three more 
dioceses had now adopted quidelines restricting 
marriages between teenagers. | mentioned 
Orlando, Fla., before, and they have now been 
joined by San Antonio, Tex., archdiocese, Jefferson 
City, Mo., diocese and the Detroit archdiocese. 


The new Detroit guidelines stress that ‘’a certain 
degree of maturity’’ is required for the lifelong 
commitment to marriage. And a six-month waiting 
period is suggested for teenagers wanting to marry, 
during which time the couple can meet with priests 
or other adults for marriage preparation. 


In San Antonio archdiocese the new policy states 
that when either party to a proposed marriage has 
not reached 18, no plans may be made for 
marriage, and when either party is between 18 and 
19 years old on the proposed date of marriage, the 
priest may not. go ahead with plans until he 
interviews their parents and obtains a written 
resume on motives for marriage, length and 
stability of courtship, spiritual status and 
psychological maturity of the couple. 


Preventing mistakes 


There is bound to be opposition to some of these 
new guidelines, wherever they are implemented, 
but it surely is for the protection of the couple. 
After all, a commitment before a Catholic minister 
in marriage is a lifelong commitment, and the 
gravity cannot be overemphasized. Many couples 
who are married as teenagers later seek annulment 
in the Church’s marriage courts on the grounds that 
the marriage was not entered into freely, or there 
was lack of maturity or the bride was pregnant. 


According to research carried out by the 
vice-chancellor of San Antonio, Father Edmond 
Carmody, 56 per cent of all divorces in the United 
States occur before the parties reach the age of 24. 
And 33 per cent of all divorced couples are 
teenagers. He says: ‘‘The lower the age of 
marriage the greater the probability of instability in 
marriage, leading to divorce.’ 


Baptism a problem, too 


There is the problem with the Sacrament of 
Baptism, too. Do we administer it too easily, too 
freely? In parishes where there is no pre-baptismal 
instruction, parents come along with their child and 
godparents, ready for the event. But so often it is 
obvious their knowledge and practice of their faith 
leaves much to be desired, which rather makes a 
mockery of the promises to bring up the child in the 
Catholic faith. 


More and more parishes now insist on 
pre-baptismal instructions lasting for two hours, or 
two sessions, before the event, and diocesan 
guidelines call for such instruction. When all 
parishes conform we will see less of-the inevitable 
‘shopping around’’ by couples to find a church 
where they can get their child baptized with the 
minimum of questioning and preparation. What is 
the point of people promising to bring up a child as 
a Catholic if they don’t practice the promise? And, 
therefore, what is the point of the baptism? 


An example to follow 


Entertainer Vikki Carr, who received a 
much-deserved honor from USD at the graduation 
ceremonies spoke eloquently and effectively—in 
English. While she makes no secret of her love for 
her cultural Mexican-American background and 
her capability in Spanish, it is in English that she 
has made her fame and fortune. 

This is perhaps an example to those who, for the 
best motives, insist on Spanish being used on 
occasions when it would be in the best interests of 
the participants to have to use English. | feel sure 
that if Miss Carr (Florencia Bisenta de Casilla 
Martinez Cardona) still spoke only Spanish, her 
fame would not be as great as it is. 


Decline and fall? 


They celebrated the first anniversary last week of 
the ‘‘swimsuits optional’’ Black’s Beach, north of 
La Jolla. It is claimed to be the first such zone in the 
United States. | suppose some will mark it up as 
another ‘‘first’’ for California. Others, with perhaps 
more maturity, will only see it as another decline. 


Unfortunately, bouyed by the success of the 
venture, there is a move to extend bare bathing to 
other public beaches in San Diego. 


Prayer in schools 


Whether you call it ‘‘prayer’’ or ‘‘meditation’’ it 
surely is good to have a period set aside in public 
schools to reflect on life and faith. Both the 
Connecticut and New Hampshire legislatures have 
just passed bills to reinstate prayer periods in 
public schools, and it is expected that the governors 
of the two New England states will sign them into 
law. 


In Connecticut time is to be set aside for 
““meditation’’ while in New Hampshire the 
voluntary recitation of the Lord’s Prayer would be 
permitted. Both bills have raised strong opposition 
from those who remind us that the U.S. Supreme 
Court, in 1962, ruled six to one against prayer in 
public schools. 


No doubt ‘‘civil liberties’’ groups can’t wait to 
challenge the new state proposals. The thing | have 
against those who vehemently demand separation 
of church and state is that they apparently want to 
deny the existence of anything which speaks of 
faith, while supporting anything which is antifaith. 


Parishes in Pendleton 


So great has been the influx of Catholics among 
the Vietnamese refugees in Camp Pendleton— 
which is part of our diocese—that they have 
established five ‘‘parishes’’, according to base 
chaplain Lt. Cdr. (Father) Evan Greco, OFM. He 
told me that there are five Vietnamese priests with 
those who arrived from Saigon, among an 
estimated 5,000 to 6,000 Catholics. 


The first parish, named in honor of the 
Franciscan, is St. Francis, at area 5. Queen of 
Peace parish covers camps 1, 2 and 3. St. Paul 
parish is area 4, St. Joseph, area 6 and St. Mary, 
area 8. ‘‘We get about 3,500 to 4,000 at Mass each 
Sunday,’’ Father Greco told me.

Farm labor action 


If Gov. Brown were to achieve little else 
during his term of office —and hopefully he will 
do much more—the result of his endeavors to 
formulate legislation covering the vexed farm 
labor situation would be creditable indeed. 


Following intensive negotiations person- 
ally carried out by the Governor, the legislature 
has produced a package which appears to meet 
most demands and expectations of big unions 
and farmworkers, growers and gatherers of 
California’s abundant harvests. 


The long hot battles on the fields and in 
the legislature over farm labor will, we hope, 
come to an end with the passage of this 
legislation. Emotion and energy, disruption 
and dislocation, attack and counterattack have 
marked the farm scene, and we can now look 
forward to peace in the vineyards and orange 
groves. 


This is what the Catholic bishops have 
long sought, and why they threw their support 
behind the new legislation. Every man and 
woman is entitled to a fair return for labor, 
whether entrepreneur or worker. Fair shares 
of the profits which come from tilling God’s soil 
in California are that much nearer now.

I can 
see that it is time for Mother 
Church to step in and ‘‘lay 
down the law’’. 


I have seen the Mass 
slashed and instructions of 
the bishop ignored, but I also 
have seen some of the most 
devout and beautiful Masses 
ever, both at charismatic 
gatherings. 


I have seen discouraged 
Catholics brought back to the 
Church, but I also have seen 
Catholics won over to Protes- 
tant Pentecostalism, because 
a little was not enough.

Give more time 
to prayer ministry 


The news item on “‘Catho- 
lic charismatic movement in 
trouble,’’ (SC, May 22) cited 
Dr. Storey’s criticisms of 
national leadership policies.

The perfectly normal life - 


We were talking...about ideals and 
idealism as opposed to what is real and 
normal and how our understanding of this 
affects our efforts to live out the Christian 
“ethic.” 

| often wonder if the main reason why 
2,000 years of Christianity has not 
transformed the world into the Kingdom 
of God, may be our enduring readiness to 
define the love to which Christ called us, 
as a Christian ideal rather than the 
Christian norm. 


INTENTIONALLY or not, when we 
classify something as ideal we imbue it 
with an aura of unattainability. We 
remove ourselves from the urgent 
necessity to stride confidently towards its 
acquisition and condone our lethargic 
progress in the assurance that ideals, 
although meant to be striven after, are 
seldom realized. 

“We are meant to try, to strive to attain 
our ideal,’’ we say comfortably, ‘‘but most 
of us will never reach it.’’ This, however, 
is not what Christ taught. 

It is significant, | think, that nowhere is 
he recorded as saying, ‘‘Try to love,’ 
“Try to be perfect.’’ His words are 
unequivocal and quite specific. 


“(LOVE ONE another as | have loved 
you.’ ‘‘Be perfect as your heavenly 
Father is perfect.’’ 

Before becoming Christians we may 
struggle towards an ideal in search of 
human development, but once Christians, 
to love as Christ loved becomes a real 
imperative, and to be perfect in the 
perfection of God must be our norm. 

Our failure—alas, lamentably obvious 
—lies not in our inability to conform to an 
idealistic concept of selfless love, but in 
falling short of the normal, real and true 
expression of Christian love. 


A PRIEST friend recently confided his 
hesitancy to air his views on the 
spirituality of married couples, explaining 
that his vision might be considered 
“idealistic.” A married man countered 
with the admission that he felt his own 
view of the spirituality of the priest might 
also be thought ‘‘idealistic.’’ 

Yet each in his own viewpoint was 
echoing the words of scripture and 
reflecting the principles Christ taught his 
followers and his demand for self-trans- 
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cendence and self-donation. 

It set me wondering if it were possible 
for Christ to have undergone the 
humiliation: and anguish of incarnation 
merely to deposit among us, a set of ideals 
too remote for the overwhelmed majority 
of his people to attain? 


OR DID HE point out, over and over 
again, the way of life—the mindset— that 
is natural and normal for human beings, 
chiding us repeatedly for our obstinate 
subnormalcy? 

Unfortunately, we have all the arrog- 
ance and defensiveness of the underde- 
veloped person, and resenting any 
implication that we are, as yet, largely 
primitive in our spirituality and our loving, 
we define our subnormalcy as normal and 
our normalcy as ideal. 

This is not purely an exercise in 
semantics. We condition our response by 
the terminology we use. There is no 
stigma, no blame, to be attached to failure 
to reach an ideal, but we are very uneasy 
with the idea of being less than normal. 


NOR SHOULD WE confuse normal with 
what is common. Because a condition is 
common it does not follow that it is 
normal. Human immaturity, in all its 
varied expressions, may be common 
among us, but it is not the normal 
condition of humans. The truly normal 
person surely, must be the truly mature 
one. 

| cannot believe, for instance, that 
selfless, compassionate concern. for 
others, a sense of oneness among all men, 
an awareness of the presence of God living 
within us, and of the unity of all things in 
Him are merely idealistic goals for us. 

| believe they are the intensely, vitally, 
real emanations of a normal Christian life. 
| believe it is indisputably realistic to 
expect Christians to reach this normal 
development and help others towards 
it—otherwise what purpose has our life? 

ONLY WHEN this expectation is rooted 
in our minds and hearts may we find it 
possible to break through the darkness of 
our sub-normal, pre-Christian existence 
into the freedom and light of Christian 
reality and maturity. 

Of ourselves, it is true, we are doomed 
to failure, but with God not only is it 
possible, it is inevitable. - 
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Singleness brings 
freedom to relate 
to others

Being single—is it a vocation or a 
deprivation? There are, of course, those who 
are celibate by vow because they are 
members of a religious community, or 
because they have dedicated themselves to a 
task that clearly requires the renunciation of 
marital and parental relationships, or 


because they are required to be celibate as | 


members of the Latin Rite priesthood. But 
the question arises poignantly for those who 
are single outside of these situations. 


In a sense, being single cannot be a 
vocation. The word denotes something 
negative, the absence of marital relation- 
ship. Unrelatedness in itself is not a call 
from God. 


HOWEVER, WHILE the word ‘“‘single”’ 
denotes unrelatedness, the single person is 
not, of course, unrelated to others except in 
terms of the marital relationship. 


Positively, such a person is defined in 
each case by a unique pattern of 
relationships, and it is these that constitute 
this person’s vocation—that is the unique 
call that comes to the person concerned from 
God. 


My vocation is the point at which the 


needs around me and my ability to respond - 


to them, meet. Clearly, that means in 
practice those needs that I recognize and 


that ability that I acknowledge and am 


willing to appropriate. 


VIEWED IN this way, being a mature 
single person ‘offers a very extraordinary 
range for the intersection of need and ability 
to respond to the need. 


Many of my single friends did not begin 
by dedicating their lives to people or causes 
in radical ways and therefore foregoing 
marriage. For one reason or another they 
were single, though already mature in age 
and personal development, when some 
exceptional need crossed their paths—the 
plight of the poor, urgent needs of refugees, 
needs for low income housing, needs of 
outcasts of society, of prisoners in jail, of 
conscientious objectors, of unwed mothers, 


. of the aged, of shut-ins in the area, technical 


needs in depressed or underdeveloped 
areas, and so forth. 


When such a need presents itself to the 
married person, he or she may respond with 
money, with some spare time, with 
sympathy and with good wishes. He or she is 
very seldom able to leave everything else 


single per 
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aside and follow Christ calling in that special 
need. ; 


SINGLE PERSONS are quite frequently 
able and willing to do this. Even when they 
can not leave everything behind and give 
themselves completely to such a call, they 
often find that their time outside their work 
is at their own disposal in a total way such as 
is seldom true for married persons. 


It is not by accident that it is single women 
and widows who have made many of the 
significant breakthroughs in western society 
concerning the care of the sick and aged and 
orphans and in the education of children. 


Reflecting upon my own life, I have 
become aware of singleness as freedom to 
relate to those who do not have a biological 
claim. I am the single parent of two adopted 
children. 


ABOUT FIVE years ago I read an appeal 
in a Sunday paper, thought it over for the 


-rest of that day and telephoned the agency 


on Monday morning, my decision made. 


Ihad simply never thought about adopting 
until about noon on Sunday. Being single, in 
my case, made the decision-making process 
very simple. 

There were, of course, many unknowns in 
the decision but I realized that the passage 


of time would leave them just as unknown — 
unless and until 1 made the commitment. 


HAVING BEEN a social worker until I 
bacame a theologian, I also had great 
confidence that the cumulative experience of 
the agency would provide a better basis for 
judging the feasibility of adoptions in my life 
than my own assessment. 

By Sunday evening I had firmly decided to 
go through with the adoptions if the agency 
recommended them. I have never tegretted 
it. Children seem to validate themselves, 
and once they are there they are 
intrinsically unregrettable. 


Iam frequently asked what it is like to be a 
single parent of young children, who must 
also work full time and who is called upon to 
write and lecture as well. It is exhausting. 


IT IS very enjoyable and stimulating. It 
calls for some very ruthless choices that 
bother one’s friends and associates. It raises 
eyebrows. ‘ 


It means postponement of some other 
things long planned in one’s life. It makes 
unexpected inroads in to one’s budget. It 
opens up many more outside relationships 
than one person can possibly handle. 


It is never, simply never boring. 
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While the word ‘single denotes 
unrelatedness the single person is 
not unrelated to others except in marriage

Some persons embrace

We, who have the Western mind-set 
deeply embedded in our consciousness, are 
prone to find it easier to live out of an 
“either or’’ mentality than a ‘‘both and’’ 
mentality. 


This allows us the luxury of neat opposites 
that we find comforting: black versus white 
issues; women’s liberation or men’s 
liberation, church or state, pain or pleasure. 
Many realities that we call ‘‘opposites’’ are 
not so but are complementary units of one 
whole view. 


SUCH IS the case of viewing single life as 
an opposite style from married life. When so 
done it carries the erroneous connotations of 
opposites like ‘‘unfulfilled, fulfilled” or 
“abnormal, normal.’’ 


We have long outgrown (hopefully!) the 
idea that single life is the residue which one 
does not choose but which is thrust upon him 
by virtue of not embracing celibacy or 
marriage. 


It is no longer the time for Victorian 
niceties such as that. Single life may be as 
normal, fulfilled as any life style. It simply 
differs in its way of finding meaning. 


SINGLE LIFE is a complement of married 
life. The universal law is that life 
complements life; life styles are not 
naturally adversaries of each other. We all 
are what we integrate into the fabric of our 
persons. 


Some single people live the desperation of 
a Neil Diamond song: 


“Tam, I said; 

No one’s there 

And no one heard at all, - 
Not even the chair 

I am, I cried; : 

I am, said I.’’ 


Other single people are living very fully, 
growing, aware that aloneness is a condition 
each man must sooner or later face if he is to 
know depth of existence, not simply breadth. 


But the very same could be said of married . 


persons. 


SOME PERSONS just embrace life at 
‘greater cost, greater tisk, greater, involve- 
ment than others. It is mysterious that a 
Camus lived in his small dwelling indeed 
near so much French non-life. 


All life seeks union. Auguste Rodin’s 
marvelous work, ‘‘The Hand of God,’’ shows 
man and woman in God’s hand, actually clay 
of the hand in the forms of reaching out 
towards each other, struggling to reach 
union in the hand. 


Man cannot live very fully without 
intimacy; it is bread of his being. Indeed 
Genesis says, It is not good for man (Adam) 
to be alone.”’ 


UNDOUBTEDLY THAT text holds deep 
masculine-feminine union connotations. But 
it does go beyond this interpretation, too. It 
reaches out to say that man is not truly man 
alone. He is man when he is with others, 
even when he is alone. 


“Single life’? is almost an impossibility 
other than for Melville’s ‘‘isolato.’’ Men and 
women who are by reason of their choice, 
living alone are not necessarily alone. 


They may share life deeply. They may not. 
Whatever the style of life one consents to or 
embraces, it is first a question of how they 
view life. 


IT IS too romantic by far to believe that 
most men who live, live fully. It is equally 
romantic to believe that man chooses his life 
situation in many cases. However Prome- 
thean each of us may think we are, the truth 
always comes back to us. 


We are limited in our freedom to live fully 
as we wish. Bernard Lonergan helps us to 
understand this. He points out that we have 
an essential freedom which is man’s basic 
ability to choose from among various 
courses of action. 


A blind man has choice. But effective free- 
dom is the options we can choose. 


THAT SAME blind man cannot walk as 
freely as a sighted man. Our family 
background; our heritage, economic, social 
or religious and our genetic make-up both 


limit our situation and extend it. 
Some single persons may not choose 


singleness just as some married persons 
grow out of choosing marriage. 


_ Who we are all becoming is a mystery 


whether we have chosen to accept or — 


embrace the single life, married life, 
divorced life, celibacy. Call it silent music 
(musica callada) if-we will for it lies at the 
bottom of so many things. 


WHAT SEEMS ultimately essential is why 
we have chosen our life style or chosen to 
accept the life pattern that we find ourselves 
within. How we can live with that decision is 
supported very basically by faith action 
which proceeds ahead, seeing somewhat, 
but obliquely. ete 


One of the final Gospel promises appears 
to be that we will, if we courageously walk 
ahead, remain united with others. Now and 
later. Men and women may be single in the 
sense of unmarried but no one is single in 
the sense of the meaning of the Gospel.

Christian. That’s how he haltingly typed 
his name. He came up to me as I sat among 
the green plants of our sun parlor with my 
mind a blank. He wanted to type his name. I 
didn’t want to let him mark my paper. 


But when I did, I realized that this 
five-year-old’s presence in the room and in 
my life has meant a lot to me. Christian and 
a lot of other children have helped God to 
shape me into a more living and happier 
person in the past two-and-a-half years that I 
have lived in the Servants of the Light 
charismatic community. 


SOME OF YOU might ask: What is a 
charismatic community? It’s a house.where a 
group of people live and it is modeled after a 
Christian family. The head of a household is 
a married couple. 


All who live there commit their lives to 
Jesus. and to each other. In some 
households, money is pooled; in others, each 


. member handles his own money. When 


problems arise, they are confronted with 
prayer. : 


I’m a 27-year-old reporter and single. In 
the years I’ve been in Servants of the Light, 
I’ve had the privilege of working with the 
community children. And in our house, we 
have two little boys, aged five and three. 


THE COMMUNITY has a child-care 
program known as Children of the Light. My 
work in this program involves taking care of 
kindergartners and first and second graders 
each Sunday during the adult community 
meetings. I also have two teenage 
community sisters. 


Those of us who work with the children on 
Sundays are on teams that alternate weeks 
working. The sisters program is a separate 
one in which some’ of the single women 
relate with the older girls in the community 
on a one-to-one basis. 


The child-care Sunday teams meet twice 
monthly on Mondays to plan and pray about 
how to entertain the children and how best to 
meet their needs and minister the love of 
Jesus to them. I have participated both as 
worker and leader. 


AS LEADER, I have been responsible for 
getting supplies, coordinating projects, 
making out work schedules and keeping 
track of how team members are feeling. 


Workers are responsible for keeping order 
in the classroom, helping the children with 
projects and loving them. 


When I started on the child-care team, I 


really loved them. Boy, was I in for an 
awakening! 


I WAS looking at myself 10 years ago as a 
17-year-old relating to my hero-worshipping 
three-year-old sister. She would do anything 
I asked. 


But I soon found myself yelling at my 24 
charges. I learned that didn’t work. It just 
made them get louder. I also learned that 
once I asked Jesus to give me the grace to 
love them, I could establish authority. and 
didn’t need to yell. 


Now I enjoy those Sunday times. And I see 
the children look at me with real trust as they 
ask for help. You know, that makes a person 
who has been insecure most of her life feel 
really good. 


AND THERE are my two community 
sisters. Ann is a seventh grader and Susan is 
in the eighth grade. How I love to talk with 
them. Ann tells me about school and we 
share our likes and dislikes. 


Susan shares from her heart. She shares 
her thoughts and feelings in a way I never 
could have at her age. I was too afraid. The 
Lord allows me to love her by listening, not 
as a mother, but as a big sister. 


Something very special about having 
these two community sisters is the feeling of 
oneness I can have towards my own younger 
sister, Teresa, who lives 250 miles away. 


THERE’S A Scripture where the Apostles 

ask Jesus what they will receive in return for 

. giving up all they had to follow him. Jesus 

said that those who give up father, mother, 

home and belongings would be given those 

things back in multiples in this life and the 
*next. 


In a way, I feel I gave up my family when I 
took my present job fresh out of college, five 
years ago. It came at a time when newspaper 
jobs were becoming scarce and I believe that 
God’s providence brought me here so I could 
later join the community. And now I have not 
only one little sister far away but also two 
here. 


Yes—my life is full. And I believe that that 


thing we call satisfaction can only be had 
through God. We cannot follow Jesus 


without sharing. There are so many choices" 


before us, but often we have to search to find 
which is right for us. 


Any state of life we choose—single, 
married, religious—must have the Lord in a 
major role. When we truly find Him and 
learn to know Him, loneliness becomes a 
foreign word. 


National Catechetical Directory 


-. Home Mass for young

[This is the 13th of 17 articles adapted 
from the text of the first draft of the 
National Catechetical Directory. This 
Directory is being designed to assist in 
the teaching of religion to all Catholics 
in the United States today. 


You are encouraged to submit 
observations and recommendations on 
every aspect of the proposed docu- 
ment.] : 


There is a close relationship between the 
liturgy and religious education. After 
discussing this relationship, Chapter Eight 
of the National Catechetical Directory speaks 
of the catechetical aspects of liturgies 
addressed to many groups. 


THIS IS WHAT is said about home 
Masses, liturgies for children and teenagers. 


1. “‘The home liturgy possesses unique 
possibilities for catechesis and spiritual 
growth. Because the setting is, in a sense, so 
human, it witnesses to the Lord’s love for all 
that is human. If the parish Church 
expresses the transcendence of the Lord, the 
home speaks of His nearness. The home 
liturgy also reflects the simplicity and 
intimacy of the first Eucharist, the Supper of 
the Lord. 


“Small group liturgies often involve 
participants who are well known to one 
another. such liturgies are often the occasion 
for a deep experience of the union with God 
and unity among men that the Eucharist 
symbolizes and effects. 


‘“‘THEY PROVIDE a type of experience of- 
liturgical prayer that overflows into subse- 
quent celebrations of the liturgy even in 
large groups, and into the family and daily 
life of the participants. The wider communi- 
ties of parish and universal Church cannot 
help but benefit from the growth in faith and 
love that occurs in small group liturgies. 


2. “While the Sunday celebration is the” 


normal worship event for the Church, 
liturgies for special groups are recommend- 
ed. This is particularly true in the case of 
children. The parish Sunday celebration 
normally focuses on adults. It is true that the 
child is not an adult, but it is evident that 
children are frequently perceived as little 
adults. 


‘* Liturgies for children have been 


developed. (Congregation for Divine Wor- 
ship. Directory for Masses with Children. 
Vatican, 1973) The guidelines call for 
simplification and adaptation to enable 
children to make faith responses, according 
to their capacity. 


“THOSE WORKING with children in the 
catechetical apostolate should be familiar 
with the Directory for Masses with Children. 
They should use those approaches which it 
recommends to make the liturgy a faith 
experience for children. Among the ap- 
proaches recommended by the Directory is 
that children take an active part in planning 
and preparing the liturgy, as well as in the 
celebration itself. 


“Every effort should be made to increase 
children’s participation. As many children as 
possible should have special parts in the 
celebration, for example: preparing the 
place and the altar, acting as cantor, singing 
in a choir, playing musical instruments, 
proclaiming the readings, responding during 
the homily, reciting the intentions of the 
general intercessions, bringing the gifts to 
the altar, and performing similar activities in 
accord with the usage of various communi- 
ties. 


3. “There has been a corresponding 
development of youth Masses or teen 
liturgies. American culture has a sub-culture 
of adolescents contrasting with some other 
social systems where persons move from 
puberty directly into adulthood. 


THE YOUTH liturgies are a creative 
attempt to respond to this reality of our 
culture. They deserve recognition and 
development. 


“Young people must be encouraged to 
participate in preparing and celebrating the 
liturgy, accepting the various responsibil- 
ities mentioned above. They can, however, 
be given added responsibilities in keeping 
with their great maturity. 


‘Through a variety of types of liturgical 
celebrations and a variety of musical and 
“fiturgical styles young people can be 


introduced to the richness of the Catholic 


liturgical tradition.

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Longer, Better Confessions 


Waiting room, chairs, 
music, books, for new 
- penance rite?

Waiting in line to confess your sins is not 
one of life’s more enjoyable experiences. 
With the gerieral decline in the number or 
frequency of persons approaching the 
sacrament of Penance, that phenomenon 
occurs much less often than it did a decade 
or two ago. 


Nevertheless, the uncomfortable standing 
and shifting from one foot to the other, the 
generally anxious feeling about what must 
be said and will happen remains. 


Those sentiments hardly serve as the best 
preparation for a peace-filled meeting with 
Christ in this sacramental encounter. 


CERTAIN ASPECTS of the reversed ritual 
for Penance suggest that our confessions in 
the future may take a bit longer than 
-heretofore, at least if celebrated according to 
the full and ideal arrangement. 


Praying with the priest, sharing a biblical 
reading or two, getting to the root cause of 
our sinfulness, reciting an act of contrition, 
agreeing upon a suitable, creative, construc- 
tive task of satisfaction—all these take a few 
moments of time. 


When combined they total more than the 
past, brief, in and out, 60-second proced- 
ures. 


MOREOVER, the optignal face-to-face 
type of confessions possible in the 
reconciliation areas described last week tend 
to require a slightly longer period of time. 


In the four years we have used our room at 
Holy Family, 75 per cent of those selecting 
this space over the ‘‘box’’ opted for an 
across the table, open process. 


Penitents following this method do, in 
fact, normally move beyond a simple listing 
of sins and seek to reveal the ‘‘why’’ behind 
their failures. 


THAT, OF COURSE, can prove healing 
and helpful fer the penitent with the priest, 
but a bit nerve-wracking, even exasperating 
fer those who wait outside. 


Is there any way to ease such a difficulty? 
We have found no easy solution, surely no 
perfect answer. Here are however, some 
possibilities. 

Chairs, an FM radio playing soft, suitable 
background music, a table with available 
literature (e.g. paperback Bible, “‘Together 
in Peace’’) can turn a negative, time-wasting 


period into a positive, disposition-building 
session. pays 

ONE PENITENT, forced during a 
particularly crowded pre-feast confessional 
time to wait for nearly an hour, found the 
music eased his nervousness and a pamphlet 
gave him added inspiration. ; 


More flexible and convenient scheduled 
hours may reduce the pressure on those 
traditional Saturday afternoon and evening 
periods. Mornings, the day before Ash 
Wednesday and Thanksgiving, at wakes or 
by appointment are some of the rather 
unusual occasions we have found popular. 


Priest and penitent need to understand 
the difference between the sacrament of 
Penance and a counseling session. The 
distinction admittedly is harder to determine 
in cases during which a penitent seeks to 
reveal his or her basic disposition and to 
discover the root causes behind the sins 
confessed. ; 


STILL, A WISE confessor and a 
considerate penitent (especially, if aware of 
persons waiting their turn outside) could 
postpone to another occasion a more detailed 
discussion of certain matters. 


If most parishioners developed a habit of 
celebrating this sacrament every three 
months or four-times a year (like the former 
Ember days) according to the revised ritual, 
priests would probably be busy, but not 
overwhelmed. 


Priests may need to reorient their 
ptiorities. Few pastoral efforts bear such 
abundant spiritual fruit and it would not be a 
bad development for the Church if we found 
the demand brought us back to this task 
which consumed so many hours in the recent 
past. 


RELIGIOUS BROTHERS, treated last 
week, and dedicated unmarried persons,, 
considered in this issue, among others 
deserve the opportunity to make such rich 
receptions of Penance a frequent part of 
their lives. 


A paragraph of the new rite’s Introduction 
tells us why: “‘Moreover, frequent and 
careful celebration of this sacrament is also 
very useful as a remedy for venial sins. This 
is not a mere ritual repetition or 
psychological exercise, but a serious striving 
to perfect the grace of Baptism so that, as we 
bear in our body the death of Jesus Christ, 
His life may be seen in us ever more 
clearly.’ (Articles 7)

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Talking Point—Ireland’s cardinal 


‘IRA can't bomb a million Protestants into a united Ireland’

ARMAGH, Northern Ireland—‘‘In God’s name, 
speak out Cardinal Conway,’’ shrieked a London 
newspaper headline not long ago. 


Once again, the spotlight had been turned on 
Cardinal William Conway, the Catholic primate of all 
Ireland, the priest who sits in probably the hottest 
chair in Christendom. 


“| REMEMBER when | was a student,’’ the 
reflective prelate said, ‘‘when Bishop Galvin, a 
great missionary warned us: ‘It’s strange the way 
the cross always seems to come down on the wrong 
shoulder.’ That’s the way it is today for men of God 
in Northern tIreland.’’ 


Quite possibly the burden of the cross currently 


’ feels a little lighter for, Cardinal Conway because 


peace, fleeting and fragile, does seem to have come 
for the moment to Ulster. For the moment. 


And although the headline writers may not yet 
know the full details, much of the behind-the-scenes 
credit may one day be attributed to this 112th 
pastoral descendant of the legendary St. Patrick, 
who is the spiritual leader of three million Catholics 
in the south of Ireland and their embattled 500,000 
co-religionists in the north. 


SITTING IN the simply furnished parlor of his 
official residence, a stone’s toss from Armagh’s St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Cardinal Conway said: 


“Maybe the IRA finally realizes that they cannot 
bomb a million Protestants into a united Ireland. | 
happen to believe in a united Ireland—eventually. 
But it can only come when the majority of the Irish, 
on both sides of the border, want it.’’ 


William Conway knows. well the fears of the 
minority faith in Ulster; he was born in Belfast. Still 
buried in his memory are the annual rites of July 12 
when the Protestant Orange order, a sort of Ulster 
Ku Klux Klan, would stage its yearly parade to 
terrify the Catholics into another year of submission. 


“LIKE MANY Catholic boys, | thought about 


‘being a priest,’’ Cardinal Conway- recalled. ‘‘Il also 


thought about being a doctor. | guess | just wanted 
to help people. ‘But | can clearly remember that, 
when | was 15, in 1928, | thought that the church had 
some hard years ahead of it in Ireland. And that | 
wanted to play my part.’’ 

He was ordained in 1937, spent a war-time year at 
the Vatican in Rome, was an educator at St. Patrick’s 


College in Maynooth, County Kildare, for 15 years © 


and became a cardinal in 1965. 


Ulster’s Protestants jeer that the cardinal has not 
spoken out severely enough against the IRA

bombers. Cardinal Conway replies evenly that he 
has gone on record well over 40 times, singly or in 
joint statements with Protestant leaders, condemn- 
ing the bombers and the gunmen. 


BUT WHAT IS equally important, we have to 
realize that there are two campaigns of terror going 
on and it is wrong to label all the bombers and all the 


snipers IRA. The killers on both sides are evil men. - 


The IRA has condemned the cardinal as well. 
They want him to go inside the Maze Prison at Long 
Kesh. He has refused to be drawn into. any 
grandstand gesture, but he does remind visiting 
journalists that of the 496 prisoners held there 
without trial, 488 are Republicans, only eight 
Loyalists. 


Condemned by extremists in both camps, 
Cardinal Conway works incessantly behind the 
scenes for peace. 


‘‘| was fully aware of all details of the cease-fire 
talks between the IRA and my _ Protestant 
colleagues,’’ he explains. ‘‘That there were no 
Catholic priests in the negotiations was a deliberate 
decision—to defuse any fears on the part of Ulster’s 
Protestant community that the cease-fire was in any 
way a ‘Popish plot.’ ’’ 

BRITISH CIVIL servants, Ulster politicians, army 
officers, regularly visit the cardinal, each seeking his 
advice on the explosive situation. ‘‘The talks are 
wearying,’’ the 62-year-old prelate confesses. ‘’| 
always seem to have to say something unpleasant to 
my guests. 


“When the army is here asking advice, | want 
them to talk about the Republican prisoners of theirs 
who have been shown to me covered in bruises, or 
disoriented by British deep interrogation methods. 
The officers don’t like to have to chat about that. 


‘Protestant politicians want to talk about peace 
and | change the subject to more jobs and the 
conversation gets a little strained. My Catholics get 
uneasy when | urge them to turn in the IRA gunmen 
or deny help and sanctuary to the bombers.” 


THE BUSINESS of peace and the business of the 
church occupy the lion’s share of Cardinal Conway’s 
working day. He is not a prelate who drops the name 
of God in every sentence. Tough business decisions 
and common sense human evaluations are more his 
line. 

And if the guns around Armagh stay quiet, it will 
be to the lasting credit of religious leaders like him 
and his many Protestant colleagues who have 
painstakingly helped to engineer a fragile peace ina 
troubled land. 


Other factors, however, threaten whatever peace 
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Cardinal Conway and his Protestant colleagues 
might be able to fashion. 


According to National Catholic News Service, an 
Anglican clergyman in Belfast,.the Rev. William 
Arlow, said the British government and the militant 
provisional wing of the IRA have secretly agreed to 
withdrawal of British troops from Northern Ireland. 


BRITISH OFFICIALS deny the charge, but Rev. 
Arlow claims his sources are trustworthy. He fears 
the consequences if the British do pull out. 


The Provisional IRA, which has been waging 
guerrilla warfare to unify Ireland, has repeatedly 
demanded British withdrawal from Northern 
Ireland. 


The Provisionals’ commitment to physical force to 
achieve this goal was responsible for their split 
several years ago from the Official IRA, a more 
Marxist group committed to political means. 


REV. ARLOW, pastor of a Church of Ireland 
(Anglican) parish in predominantly Protestant East 
Belfast, had said on a Republic of Ireland radio 
program he had reason to believe that the British 
government had given a firm commitment to the 
Provisional IRA to withdraw the British army from 
Northern Ireland. 


Rev. Arlow, one of the Protestant clergymen 
whose clandestine talks with the Provisional IRA led 
to the current ceasefire in Northern Ireland, had 
earlier told NC News that Britain and the Provisional 
IRA had reached ‘a secret agreement. 


Rev. Arlow had told NC News that the Provisional 
IRA had an understanding with Britain that the 
troops would be withdrawn once the Northern 
Ireland constitutional convention, for which elec- 
tions were held May 1, broke down. 


TWO DAYS BEFORE Rev. Arlow’s_ radio 
statement, Protestant delegates to the convention 
introduced motions calling for virtual restoration of 
the parliament and executive that governed 


~ Northern Ireland until 1972 and that was noted for 


discrimination against the Catholic minority. 


In his radio remarks, Rev. Arlow had warned that 
if the constitutional convention fails and the British 
withdraw, Northern Ireland will face a ‘‘doomsday 
situation,’’ with civil war spreading throughout the 
whole of Ireland. 


Faced with convention failure, the British ‘‘would 
do what the Americans call ‘a Vietnam’ —they would 
pull out,’’ he said. 


“Why have the Provisionals maintained the 
ceasefire so long?’’ he asked. ‘‘They must have 
gotten something out of it.’’ 


Tolerant regime gives religious freedom, says priest 


WASHINGTON—North Vietnam is “a society 
which has solved the main problems of develop- 
ment,’’ a Belgian priest-sociologist who has visited 
that country said here. 


North Vietnam’s society is ane in which ‘‘no one 
suffers from hunger, no one is jobless and where 
health is the right of everyone, not just a privilege 
for those who can pay for it,’’ said Father Francois 
Houtart, director of the Center for Socio-Religious 
Research at the Catholic University of Louvain, 
Belgium, and a professor of sociology at the 
university. 


THE PRIEST, who visited North Vietnam for three 
weeks and traveled extensively there a year ago, 
said also there is ‘’no doubt’’ about religious 
freedom in the country. Churches in rural areas, as 
well as in the cities, are open, he said. 


“The regime in North Vietnam has been very 
tolerant in comparison with others, particularly 
China,’’ Father Houtart said. He attributed that 
tolerance to the personality of Ho Chi Minh, the first 
president of North Vietnam and the head of the 
Communist party there, who died in 1969. 


The Church in North Vietnam has no property, 
except for the small plots of land needed to provide 
food for the parish priests in rural areas, Father 
Houtart said. 


THE CHURCH has only one newspaper and no 
schools. Religious instruction is permitted only in 
churches, before or after Mass. The Church can 
print missals. 


Although the bishops, whom he described as ‘‘old 
and conservative,’’ have opposed Catholic participa- 
tion in the government of North Vietnam, there are 
some Catholics ‘‘in high positions’’ the priest said, 
including the vice minister of culture. 


He noted also that there are three priests in the 


North Vietnamese parliament. There are about one 
million Catholics in the North Vietnamese 
population of more than 20 million. 


“(THE BISHOPS and clergy are old and have a 
colonial theology of 30 years ago,’’ Father Houtart 
said. ‘‘Even those who are progressive socially are 
conservative religiously. All wear the cassock 
(Father Houtart wore a gray business suit at the 
interview). There has been little change in the 
liturgy.”’ 


“Relations between the government and the 
Church are difficult,’ the Belgian priest said, 
attributing that situation to the prominence of 
Catholics in the South Vietnamese army and 
government. ‘‘The majority of officers in the South 
Vietnamese army and the majority of members of its 
parliament were Catholics,’’ he said. He claimed 
also that Catholics from South Vietnam were used 
for intelligence and sabotage missions in North 
Vietnam. 


One of the points of disagreement between the 
bishops and the government in North Vietnam, 
Father Houtart said, has been membership of 
priests in the Catholic Patriotic Association, founded 
during the war against the French from 1946 to 1954 
and revived after the victory over the French. ‘‘The 
bishops did not have confidence in it,’ and opposed 
membership of priests in the organization, he said. 


FATHER HOUTART said that between ‘‘one- 
third and one-half of the clergy joined’’ the 
association, which is ‘‘still quite active.’’ The 
association favors a socialist approach to social and 
economic problems, ‘‘but from a practical rather 
than a theoretical point of view,’’ Father Houtart 
said. 


‘‘The Church as an institution was so linked with 
French colonialism that that has been at the root of 
great difficulties,’ Father Houtart said. He said that 


the French naval bombardment of Haiphong in 
November, 1946, which killed 6,000 persons and 
marked the start of the Indochina war, was ordered 
by Adm. Thierry d’Argenlieu, a Carmelite priest. 


During the war between the French and the Viet 
Minh, the communist-led nationalist force, Catholics 
in some dioceses formed militias to fight against the 
Viet Minh, Father Houtart said, and, in some cases, 
priests commanded those militias. 


CATHOLIC OPPOSITION to the Viet Minh was 
one of the reasons for the heavy Catholic 
representation in the exodus from North to South 
Vietnam in 1954, when the Viet Minh came to 
power, and for the killing of Catholics during the 
North Vietnamese land reform campaign of 1954-56, 
the priest said. 


Now almost 100 per cent of the communes, or local 
units of government in North Vietnam, are 
organized in socialist cooperatives, with common 
ownership of tools and land. 


The priest contended that the model of 
development in use in North Vietnam has succeeded 
better in solving the problems of development than 
the one in use more widely in the countries of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America that he has visited. 


FOR THE MAJORITY of the countries of Asia, he 
said, the model of development being followed ‘‘is 
one where there is quick development of a minority, 
general stagnation of the majority and a decline in 
the level of those at the bottom.’’ 


This developmental model ‘‘maintained by strong 
governments,’’ he said, ‘‘helps the sectors of the 
economy where profit can be made.’’ The type of 
social investment that would benefit the entire 
population is not made, he said, because it is not 
profitable.

Eucharist. ‘‘This clearly 
must be seen as a sign not of 
schism but of integration,” 
he said. 

“Perhaps the most unfor- 
tunate element in the Storey 
critique is the threat that the 
Catholic charismatic renewal 
at the level of its national 
leadership is imminently 
schismatic,’’ Ranaghan said.

hostility many Americans show toward the. refugees. 
“If the Vietnamese are going to make it in this country 
they are going to need two things, respect and love. 
Without them, they will never succeed. 


‘Helping the refugees is not a matter of Christian 
response,’’ she asserts, ‘‘it is a matter of Christian 
responsibility.”’ 

Meanwhile Ky thinks of the new life he must start 
and the one he left behind. He fears for his countrymen 
that weren’t evacuated, certain that they will be 
arrested and probably killed by the communists. 


HE SPEAKS convincingly of the communists after a 
lifetime of experience with them. ‘‘I was born in Hanoi 
and my family fled to the south after Vietnam was 
divided in 1954.:I have seen communists kill all those 
they considered dangerous, especially Catholics.’’ 


He predicts what will happen in Vietnam now that 
the communists have taken control. 


‘First they will let the people do as they wish. Then 
gradually they will extend their control over the lives of 
the people. They will take over all means of 
communication and expel all foreign newsmen from the 
country. 


“THEN THEY will arrest, torture and kill all those 
people considered dangerous to the government.’’ He 
says Catholics automatically fall into this category. 


‘‘That is why I thought it vital to get my family out of 
the country as soon as it was clear that Vietnam would 
fall.’”’ 


They fled first to the Philippines, then to Guam and 
finally to Pendleton. 7 


ASKED. WHAT kind of work he is seeking, Ky said 
again he is willing to do anything to earn a living. 
Before working at the embassy in Saigon “‘I was a radio 
and television repairman,’’ he said. “‘I have the basic 
skill to follow that trade. 


“But I would have a lot to learn here. Your 
televisions and radios are much more complicated than 
those I am familiar with. In Vietnam I never saw a color 
television.’’ 


The Kleints are confident they can get Ky settled in a 
job. ‘‘The people of Sacred Heart have been wonderful 
to Ky and his family,’’ Mrs. Kleint said. 


‘KY, LIEN and the children are deeply religious and 
attend Mass daily. Other daily Mass regulars at Sacred 
Heart have come up and introduced themselves and are 
looking for a job for Ky, providing transportation for the 
family and anything else they can.’’

‘New breviary hailed as a major 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The first of four 
volumes of the reformed breviary or 
“Liturgy of the Hours’’ has been published 
in English. 

The publication is a major event marking 
the “‘most encompassing’’ reform of this 
liturgical prayer in recent history, according 
to Augustinian Father John Rotelle, director 
of the Bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy of 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
(NCCB). 


The Liturgy of the Hours is an official daily 
liturgical prayer of the Church—mandated 
to bishops, priests and deacons and 
recommended for lay persons and religious 
intended to sanctify the whole day by prayer. 


ITS CHIEF components are morning and 
evening prayers, and it also includes 
sections that are called the office of 
readings, midday prayer, and night prayer. 

Before the reform began, the Liturgy of 
the Hours was known most commonly as the 
“‘divine office’ or the ‘‘breviary.’’ 

Father Rotelle said the four-volume book 
being published by the Catholic Book 
Publishing Company will be about 8,000 
pages—about 2,000 pages .per volume. 


HE. POINTED out that the reform of the 


-breviary began in 1965 at the Vatican, and 


the reformed version was completed in Latin 
in 1971. 


The ‘‘most significant’? changes in the 
reform, Father Rotelle said, are ‘‘the 
incorporation of a much larger number of 
biblical and non-biblical readings’’ and the 
“introduction of intercessions in the 
morning and evening prayers’ that were not 
in the former breviary. 


Father Rotelle said the new book can be 
substituted immediately for previous books, 
since it is already officially approved. 
Eventually interim editions now in use, 
which do not incorporate all of the reforms, 
will be phased out, but probably ‘‘no sooner 
than Advent of 1976,’’ he said. 

HOWEVER, priests who would have a 
hard time making the transition because of 
age or other difficulties, may still use the 
older version in private prayer if they receive 


» permission from their bishop to do so. 


_ reform of ‘Liturgy of the Hours’ 


According to Father Rotelle, other 
publishing companies will produce editions 
of the reformed breviary. A chief difference, 
he noted, may be in the use of other 
approved translations of the Bible for the 
biblical readings. 


The priest added that shortened versions, 
such as books containing only morning and 
evening prayers, will also be published in 
order to encourage wider use of the Liturgy 
of the Hours by lay persons and religious 
Brothers and Sisters, who are not obligated 
to pray the whole Liturgy of the Hours. 


A WIDELY USED popular version of 
morning and evening prayer, the one-vol- 
ume ‘‘Prayer of Christians,’’ will then be 
phased out, he said, because it was first 
published under ‘‘a stipulation by the Holy 
See that it be replaced’’ when new versions 
become available. 


Responding to a suggestion that many 
priests in recent years seem to have paid 
little or no attention to their obligation to 
pray the Liturgy of the Hours daily, Father 
Rotelle said: ‘‘The obligation is there, no 
doubt.’’ But he warned against a misunder- 
standing of the gravity of the obligation in 
terms of a mechanical or numerical 
perspective. 


The first obligation, which belongs to all 
Christians, he said, is to pray. Secondly, 
there is a ‘‘special mandate’’ to religious 
and to bishops, priests and deacons to pray 
“in the name of the Church.’’ 


AND IT IS in this context, he said, that the 
Liturgy of the Hours is given as the prayer 
structure ‘‘par excellence’’ for praying in the 
name of the Church. 


Within the Liturgy of the Hours, he 
added, there are ‘‘gradations’’ of import- 
ance, with the primary stress on the morning 
and evening prayers, followed by the office 
of readings, the midday prayers and the 
night prayers.

Para nosotros los Catoli- 
cos, una vez mas suena la voz

LA MAYORIA de_ los

He contends 
that Marxism always leads to totalitarianism 
and is an ideology that wants to supplant 
Christianity. 

Both volumes can add to our knowledge of 
what is happening in Latin America. Read 
together, they are most thought-provoking.
